Harding Backs Request for 
$200,000 Congress Appro- 
priation for Parley.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Henry P. 
Fletcher, the Under Secretary of State, 
Rent a letter today to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, which is con} 
sidering the Deficiency’ Appropriation 
bill, in which he asked for $200,000 to 
cover the expenses of the first two 
months of the conference hére on dis- 
armament and tho Far East. 

This money would be used, according 
to Mr. Fletcher's letter, for the ex- 
penses of the American delegation and 
the organization of the Secretariat Gen- 
eral. He implied that the Government 
expected the conference. to finish its 
work in two months, ‘ 

The question of how far the ‘United 
Btated, a8 the ihVitifig Government, 
shall pay the éxpensés of the foreign 
rarticipants has apparently not been set- 
tled,’ but. it seems ‘to be assumed that 
€¢ach participating nation will pay for 
the rentals of buildings and the personal 
expenses of its,representatives. If the 
United States wére to pay all the ex- 
penses the cost would be high, estimates 
ranging up to $2,000,000. 

In_his letter Mr. Fletcher says: . 

“The estimate has beén prepared af- 
ter full consideration of the minimum 
requirements which this Government 
will have to meet, including the organ- 
ization of a Secretariat General for the 
conference, the maintenance of an ade- 
quate American. delegation, together 
with the preparation of information and 
material which it will be absolutely nec- 
essary to have available to assure the 
successful operation of the conference. 

“‘At the same time I feel that it is 


thé impossible at this time to calculate in 


advancé the charges which will have to 
be met in the matter of printing. I must 
also point out that the estimate is based 
upon the sessions of the conference cov- 
ering a period of only two months. If 
the sessions are prolonged beyond that 
period, it will prove necessary to secure 
an additional appropriation.”’ 

President Harding sent a letter endors- 
ing Mr. Fletcher’: ‘s‘proposal thus: 

** In the statement. of reasons set forth 
by the Under Serretary of State I concur 
and recommend the appropriation as be- 
ing in the public interest.’’

MARION, Ohio, Aug. 15.—The Rail- 
way Service Company, a corporation or- 
ganized by local manufacturers, bank- 
ers and business men, took over opera- 
tion of the Erie Railroad shops and 
roundhouse here today. The Service 
Company leased the buildings and 
equipment of the railroad company and 
has contracted to do all repair and 
other work heretofore done by employes 
of the railroad. 

Employment was wid to all em- 
ployes of the Erie Company in the ser- 
vice at 7:o’clock this morning, each man 
to take his former position and_receive 
the same pay as that received from the 
railroad company. According to an- 
nouncement by W. A. Baldwin, Man- 
ager of.the Ohio region of the railroad, 
the employes of the new operating’ con- 
cern will ‘‘ be assured of fair treatment 
in accordance_with the practice of the 
extensive manufacturing concerns of 
Marion.’ 

Most of the larger manufacturing 
companies in Marion are represented in 
the membership of the Marion Employ- 
ers’ Association, an organization of 
manufacturers, and all of these are 
operated on an ‘open shop ”’ basis.

‘Catastrophe ‘Boom’ on the Berlin Boerse 
Precipitates a Stampede of Frantic Buying 





BERLIN, Aug. 15.—The so-called 
‘* catastrophe boom ’”’ on the Boerse to- 
day broke all records within the recol- 
lection of bankers, brokers being unable 
to cope with ‘the buying orders. The 
public's speculation. fever has been in- 
creasing from day to day, whetted by a 
consistent bull market as the mark 
dropped and most stocks, in conse- 
quence, rose. 

Saturday was a/compulsory rest day, 
and with no trading on the Boerse the 
banks had achance to cleanup the paper 
blockade of piled-up transactions. 
But the public’s eagerness to buy, 
dammed up by the week-end cessation 
of business, was further stimulated to 
literally a frantic pitch by réports of a 
big slump of: the mark in New York, 
which made it certain that all stocks 
wouldd skyrocket on the Boerse’s open- 
ing this morning. 

The public stormed and swamped the 
banks, brokers smashing all records for 
orders placed. Long queues of specula- 
tors waited for hours in, many cases 
trying to get their '“‘ bets ’’ down, while 
buying orders from the provinces by 
mail and telegraph were already piled 
mountain high when the bankers and 
brokers showed yp for work this morn- 
ing, and the previncial orders continued 
to pile up all day.

York-Saturday, expert 
‘observers see a deeper significance and 
believe that a. great new “ flight from 
the mark ’’ has set in, due to increasing 
belief in. ever-widening. circles of the 
public that the mark is going all to pot, 
causing a frantic endeavor to invest 
paper marks. in gold value represented 
by stocks. And as a parallel phenomenon 
& great new ‘' capital flight,’’ precipi- 
tated by the Government’s confiscatory 
tax plans, is driving Germans to con- 
vert their paper marks“into dollars and 
other foreign exchange and to salt the 
same away in the hope of thereby dodg- 
ing the coming taxes. 

Lastly, the general public has been 
quick to discover that the easiest way to 
make easy ‘money in the recent past has 
been to speculate on the bull side of the 
market as the mark went down, and it 
now continues to act as if this soft bull 
market would last forever. The pub- 
lic’s speculation mania is a matter of 
serious concern to the authorities, who 
are futilly trying to conceive ways and 
‘means of checking it.

They admit frankly that 
there is nothing to make them doubtful 
of. the Hoover. relief. organization in 
particular, but claim’ a sort of veto or 
censorship over local: committees as >a 
general principle. A possible solution 
might be a system of mutual challenge, 
like that of a jury in a murder case. 
Other minor points are also under dis- 
cussion but agreement on the whole: is 
pretty nearly reached. 


Technical Details Settled. 


This morning was spent in the settle- 
ment of certafh technical details. to the 
satisfaction of both sides. It is the gen- 
eral opinion in well-informed-. foreign 
circles -here that the Bolsheviki have 
been more amenable than most people 
expected. One frequently heard the 
assertion that they .would never allow 
the relief workers unrestricted entry, 
exit and movement in Russia, and other 
points conceded were an equal surprise.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—Opinion condemn- 
ing the Sinn Fein attitude toward the 
Government's peace proposals predomi- 
nate in the editorial expressions of the 
London press.

Most .of 
the newspapers, however, express the

The Daily Chronicle in its editorial on 
the Irish correspondence says that in 
Ge Valera’s answer “it is aifticult not 
to discern many hands and two tenden- 
eles—the one doctrinaire and hostile to 
Peace, the other practical and favor- 
able,’’ and that the “ hostile tendency 
had won the upper hand in the council 
which drafted it.” The Dally Chronicle 
declares the British Cabinet went to the 
furthest ? aera limit when they made 
their offer and are unanimous that 
they cannot go further.

FRENCH TOWN TORN — 


BY CRUMBLING HILL 


Heights Near Tours on Which 
Was Built Famous Medieval 


Castle Slide Into the River.

PARIS, Aug. 15.—Gradually during. 
thé last week the hill of Chinon, near 


Tours, on which was built one-of the 


famous medieval castles in 
France, has been crumbling away. The 
steep slopes, which have been shored 
up all Summer, began at the first rain- 
fall to slide down into the River Vienne, 
and in this avalanche they have carried 
down a half dozen houses and are 
threatening a whole section of the vil- 
lage with destruction. 

Last evening two houses collapsed 
suddenly and four more were 80 
seriously damaged that they had to be 
evacuated. The people who have left 
their houses can do nothing but stand 
and watch as the hillside moves inch by 
inch downward 

All that prevents a calamity is a new 
wall built along the side of the hill, and 
this has begun to bulge and crack, and 
may give way at any moment. If. it 
does, and the hillside begins sliding at 
this point as it has done at others, the 
town hall and church of Chinon, as 
well as. two score houses, probably will 
be swept away. 

The hill isn’t big, but its steep sides 
ir. a flat countpy like the Loire Valley 
made it a great stronghold in the Middle 
Ages. On the crest was built one of 
the most famous castles of the Kings 
of France. It wab there that Charles 
VI. first received Joan of Arc after the 
capture of Orleans. Many battles be- 
tween rival factions were fought dur- 
ing the religious wars:on the slopes 
which are now crumbling away. 


$300,000 Fire in Richwood, W. Va.

TOHITCHERIN DENIES 
SOVIET HAS CHANGED 


Its Policies, Not Its Principles, 
Have Been Modified, He Tells 
- French Communists. 


SAYS NEW ERA. OPENS 


Expects Collapse of Capitalist Sys- 
tem.to Result From Intercourse .

I do not mean to say that 
Colonel Harvey is enthusiastic about 
handing over the Upper Silesian problem 
to the League of Nations.

But he seems to think the conference |’ 


did no real harm to the Silesian situa- 


tion since it left every one in disagree- 
ment, which was exactly the status of 
the Silesian dispute before the confer- 
ence tackled it. 

The American Ambassador. carries 
away with him the conviction that the 
conference achieved real good in voting 
to lift the economic sanctions - against 
Germany if she pays up the first bil- 
lion of the indemnityby Aug. 31, which 
every one expects her to do, 

Having nothing to do with the imposi-. 
tion of those sanctions, the American 
Government quite naturally had nothing 
to do with taking them off; it is in his 
capacity as observer that Colonel Har- | 
vey will report to Washington what he 
regards as a wise step. It may be pre-

It. is understood that the American 
Ambassador, seated day after day in his 
all but silent chair, gained the idea that 
the Franco-British entente was stronger 
than some folks say. It is not believed 
that Colonel Harvey is among those who

Furthermore, it is understood that 
Colonel Harvey saw or heard nothing 
in Paris. which leads him to believe that 
the United States snouid join the League 
of Nations. He said about as much 
when in relation to.the reference of 
Upper ‘Silesia to the League he stated 
that he saw confirmation of Washing- 
ton’s impression that the Silesian matter 
‘was purely European in the action of the 
Premiers. in referring it to a body to 
which the United States.did not belong.

IS UNDER DEBT LIMIT 


Controller . Contradicts Brown's |® 
Charge That ~$120,000,000 
‘Has Been Illegally Borrowed.

Bond Experts Interested in Testl- 
mony to Be Given at Meyer 
Inauiry- Today.

Controller Charles L. Craig, who will 
go on’ the witness stand before the Meyer 
committee today. to combat the charge 
that the city Government had levied an 
illegal tax of 


illegally about $120,000,000, issued a 
statement yesterday on the city’s finan- 
cial condition, 

_Instead of having greatly exceeded 
its constitutional. borrowing capacity, 
the city today is so well within the debt 
limit that it could legally borrow $137,- 
491,710.54, according to this statement. 

Elon R. Brown, counsel for the Meyer 
committee, has not so far attempted to 
render an opinion on the question how 
much the city had exceeded its debt 
limit at the present day, because of the 
inability of Mayor Hylan to furnish in- 
formation necessary for forming an 
opinion. 

Mr. Brown asserted that the city had 
exceeded its debt by illegal borrowings 
of more than $120,000,000 on Dec. 31, 
1920. The debt limit is determined by 
the Constitutional provision that the city 
cannot run into debt to an amount ex- 
ceeding 10 per cerit. of the city real 
estate assessment roll. ~ 

The city this_year Incréased the assess- 
ment roll from approximately $9,000,- 
000,000 to approximatety -$10,000,000,000. 
This increased the borrowing capacity 
of the city by $100,000,000, and would 
have reduced the illegal debt, as under- 
stood by Mr. Brown, to about $20,000,- 
000. Other factors might have increased 
or reduced this materially, but the in- 
quiries of Mr. Brown concerning those 
other factors did not produce any in» 
formation from Mayor Hylan, 

City’s Subway Obligations. 


Mr. Brown said he understood that the 
city was under a legal obligation to 
spend about forty million dollars under 
the dual subway contracts,-and had au- 
thorized expenditures of about as much 
more for schools, 

In the absence of information on these 
subjects, ex-Senator Brown tried to ar- 
rive at a conclusion as to whether the 
city is ‘‘ over-borrowed’’ now, and by 
how much. 

The questions at issue, while they in- 
volve matters of Jaw and expert’ ac- 
counting, and are hardly intelligible to 
the layman, are of the utmost impor- 
tance to legal bond experts, bankers. 
and brokers, who are expected to form 
a large part of the audience in the Al- 
dermanic Chamber today. Regardless 
how the controversy goes between the 
Controller and ex-Senator Brown, the 
questions raised by ex-Senator Brown 
can only be settled by the courts, prob-

Controller, Craig declined to 
discuss the financial statement, saying 
that it would be unbecoming for him 
to discuss what he must eet, to today, 
Ex-Senator Brown has steadily declined 
to be interviewed, alleging that he was 
disappointed because the newspapers 
continued to regard the hearings from 
a political standpoint instead of- giving 
adequate attention to financial problems 
of the greatest importance to the city. 
*“*‘Who discovered the alleged over- 
borrowing and overtaxing by the city? °’ 
was asked yesterday of Senator Schuyler 
M. Meyer, Chairman of the committee. 
‘Senator Brown and the accountants 
who assisted him,” he said. 


Says Brown Considered the Law.. 


Senator Meyer said that the difference 
between Mr. Brown and the present City 
Government was that Mr. Brown had 
studied the city finances in relation to 
the Constitution and laws of the State, 


while the/present city officials had been 
guided by practice and custom, rather 
than by the laws. 

The questions raised by ' ex-Senator 
Brown are entirely new, in spite of the 
fact that alleged improper borrowing 
has gone along under two administra- 
tions at least and that the set d bonds so

Congress Is Ready to Quit, but Har- 
ding May Insist on Passing Rail 
Rellef Legislation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Two steps 
looking to an early recess were taken 
today by the Senate. when Senator 
Borah of Idaho consented to put off ac- 
tion on his bill for the repeal of Pana- 
ma Canal‘ tolls for coastwise shipping 
until Oct. 10, and Senator Lodge intro- 
duced a resolution for a recess from 
Aug. 20 until Sept. 19, a period of 
thirty days. ‘ 

It was evident that most'of the Sena- 
tors on the floor were anxious to take 
a@ recess and glad of anything that 
seemed to clear the decks. The chief 
worry. now is that President Harding 
will insist on action on the railroad re- 
lief legislation which probably will be 
reported by the Interstate Commerce 
Committee tomorrow or’ Wednesday, 

Senator ‘Borah -consented to delay on 
the tolls bill without serious protest: 


Request for the delay was made by 
Senator King of Utah, and ‘he was 
backed by Senators Harrison of Missis~ 
sippi and Simmons of North Carolina, 


‘tall of whom expressed a desire to be 


heard. 

Oct. 3 was first selected by Senator 
Borah as the day for a vote, but Sena- 
tor Simmons said that it might not give 
time, and Mr. Borah then suggested 
Oct. 10, or the first day thereafter when 
there should be a quorum. 

Senator Harrison sought to make the 

nt that postponement was due to 8 
esire on President Harding’s part that 
no action siould be taken by the ‘Sen- 
ate until after the disarmament confer- 
ence, and that it was the hope to settle 
the matter by diplomatic negotiation. In 
reply, Senator Borah said he had dis- 
cuss the matter with President Har- 
ding recently and that the President had 
expressed no opposition to the bill. The 
Idaho Senator said that in no event 
would he consent to a settlement of such 
a question by diplomatic negotiation. 

Senator King said that it was his un- 
derstanding that Great Britain was op- 
posed to the repeal of the tolls for coast- 
wise shipping and that the matter al- 
ready was a subject of discussion with 
the British Government, as.it involved 
the question of a treaty. He expréssed 
the hope that the Senate would not act 
until the results of these discussiéns 
were known. 

In any; event, the danger of a debate 
on the bill defeating recess plans was 
dissipated and there was considerable 
discussion concerning the probability of 
the passage of the Lodge resolution. 
This provides that-when the Senate ad- 
journs on Saturday it shall stand ad 
journed for thirty days. : 

Senator Ashurst of Arizona expressed 
the opinion that no recesses should be 
taken until good roads legislation was 
acted upon and other bills which are 
of interest to the West considered. The 
situation will be clarified after the rail- 
road relief bill has been reported and 
the attitude of President Harding made 
known definitely. Senators were of the 
opinion tonight that it: would be a dif- 


Nficult. matter to hold a quorum of the 


members in Washington after Saturday, 
unless a direct appeal was made by the 
President.

Despite Low Tonnage This Year 
He Hopes Improvements Will . 
: Bring Increase. : 


Hope that ‘business on the Barge 
Canal may develop sufficiently to justify 
the. State’s investment of more than 
$170,000,000 avas expressed yesterday by 
Governor Nathan L. Miller after an>in- 
spection of ‘the six canal terminals here.. 
These terminals are located at West 
Fifty-third Street and Piers 5 and 6 
East River, Manhattan; Columbia Street 
and Dupont Street, Brooklyn; North 
Jane Street, Long Island City, and East 
188tn Street, the Bronx. 

‘CAN we did today wag to inspect the 


| terminals which have ‘been Wuilt or are 
being built,” said the Governor at: the, 


Hotel Plaza: ‘‘ They are nearing com- 
pletion. Not including the grain eleva- 
tor on Gowanus Bay, which is neering 
corpletion, the State has spent about 
10,000,000 on terminals around New 
ork Harbor. It is hoped that the exg 
istence of these will help develop busi- 
ness.~ 

‘“‘In our inspection today we saw a 
barge that carried 83,000 bushels of oats 
through the canal, and there was an- 
other that carried 50,000 bushels of 
wheat. This is equal to fifty freight 


tons each. These barges are about 4 
feet long, about 34 feet wide and 0 feet 
? inches in draught.. They, have made 
the ‘round trip from Buffalo to New 
York, discharging cargo in fourteen 
days. They have made tre trip from 
New York, to Chicago in eleven days, 
beating the railroad freight trains by 
four days. The rates for barge 'ship- 
ments are lower, but ngt much: lower, 
than for railroad shipments, and I hope 
they will be still lower. 

‘Of course, the canal has not had a 
chance. The: war and Government oper- 
ation of the boats deterred other per- 
sons from building boats. 
pe beginning to build barges. The fleet 

speak of is owned by a grain corpora- 
tion at Duluth, the Interwaterways 
Line, built eapectely to navigate the 
canal. Undoubtedly as business war- 
rants, barges will be built to handle It. 
Business is very slack this year, so the 
(tonnage will not be as large as it was 
hoped it would be, but the prospects are 
that the canal will be very useful.”’ 

Governor Miller will go to West Haver- 
straw today to inspect the State Hospital 
for the Care of Crippled and Deformed 
Children. On Wednesday he will renew 
his inspection of the canal, completing 
it on Saturday at Rockport, Tonawanda 
and Buffalo. 


‘FRENCH WORKERS STRIKE. 


Forty Thousand Textile Employes 
Protest Against Wage Cut. 
Special Cable to T= New Yorx TIMES. 
PARIS, ‘Aug. 15.—As a result of the 
lowering of wages by employers, 40,000 
textile workers in the District of Lille, 
Roubaix and Tourcoing have decided to 
begin a strike tomorrow morning. Ne- 


qotiations which have been going on 
uring the last week have failed, it is 





possible to prevent a strike. 

Lowering of wages began some time 
ago, and wags ‘to be progressive as the 
cost of liviig decreased. The workmen 


creased, while 40 centimes an hour has 
been struck off their pay. 

An attempt by Government officials 
to prevent a strike was met by the re- 
fusal of employers to depart from the 
reduction schedule drawn up some 
months ago. 

In many branches of public service 
there is just now considerable. agitation 
on account of’ the beginning that is 
being. made toward reducing the per- 
sonnel, which was enormously. swollen 
chlo 4 and since the war. Meetings 
were held today at the Paris labor cen- 
tre of railway and postal officials and 
other State employes to protest against 
immediate putting into force of the staff 
reduction. order. Departméntal heads 
seem determined, however, that the 
economies which have been long de- 
manded should be enforced at once.

MR. BORAH’S WARNING. 

Business men’s organizations in the 
Tnited States have so often declared 
for limitation of armaments, because 
there can be no lasting improvement in 
conditions until the tax burden has 
been lightened, that the appearance of 
a striking article on the subject by 
Senator Boran in The Nation’s Busi- 
ness has an obvious significance. 
Every city in the country boasts a 
Chamber of Commerce including the 
progressive’ merchants of the locality. 
Mr. Boran’s article will be read by 
them; He argues that if the Allied 
Powers and the United States do not 
stop ‘spending billions upon arma- 
ments, Germany, which no longer is 


allowed to maintain a strong army and 


navy, will secure economic dominance. 
The German pedple,” says Senator 
BoraH, ‘‘ may now deyote their en- 
*s ergies and their talents to agricul- 


‘* ture, to industry, to the arts, to the. 


**things which constitute the real 
‘* wealth and strength of a people.” 

‘The Senator calculates that Ger- 
many’s bill for reparations, an annual 
charge of $500,000,000 plus 26 per 
cent, of the actual value of her ex- 
ports, will be $760,006,000. He draws 
attention to.the fact, to illustrate by 
the case of the United States, that we 
speht $825,337,939 for military. pur- 
poses from June 30, 1920, to June 30, 
1921. . For the succeeding fiscal year 
appropriations of $830,000,000 have 
been made. Mr. BoraH goes on to 
say: 

This would equal in forty years a 
little over $33,000,000,000. So Wwe shall 
pay for our army and navy at the 
‘ present rate an amount equal to the 
vast. réparation, claims against. Ger- 
many. ° 

Great Britain, France: and Japan 
are also spending enormous sums upon 
their armies and navies.. Yet the Sen- 
ator’s logic 1s not flawless. If the 
Allies and the United States are tax- 
ing their people so heavily for military 
purposes, Germany must tax her peo- 
ple to meet her reparation bill. To this 
his rejoinder would be that the people 
of the Alltes and the United States are 
obliged to} produce arms, ammunition, 
equipment and warships that do not 
add to national wealth, while the Ger- 
mans can devote practically all their 
energies to. producing things that 
actually increase the national wealth. 
In the industrial competition the Ger- 
mans would have a substantial advan- 
tage, even if their load of taxation 
were as heavy. But the prospect of 
limitation of armaments by the United 
States, Great Britain, Japan, Krance 
and Italy has become brighter with 
the acceptance of invitations to attend 
the disarmament :conference in Wash- 
ington. As the people of all the coun- 
tries concerned demand reduction of 
taxation through limitation of arma- 
ments, their statesmen must heed 
them. 

That the United States should con- 
tinue to spend $830,000,000 annually 
on’its army and navy and $83,000,- 
000,000 in forty years, as much as the 
sum of the German reparations, {s in- 
conceivable. ‘The Senator would have 
* disarmament " made the ‘ dominat- 
ing question * at the conference, not 
to. be ‘*‘ incidental. to the settling and 
** adjustment of all international ques- 
** tions.'’ It has not been proposed to 
settle all international questions, but 
rights and interssts in the Pacific 
must clearly be dealt with before a 
hard and fast agreement to limit 
armaments can be arrived.at, This is 
fundamental, and there is no reason 
to believe that there will not be a 
meeting of minds on it.

THE HOUSE TAX. BILL. 

The tax bill prepared by the Repub- 
licans>of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. consists of a series of amend- 
ments of the bill passed in 1919. 1t is 
not surprising. that the, Democrats 
make partisan comments, fnasmoch as 
the bill. consists of.

The fact is, as the 
so-called ‘‘ White House ”’ statement 
rhows, that the rich men's taxes have 


lost their productiveness, and that the) 


lower rates will extract more of the 
rich ‘men’s money for the support of 
the Treasury. The loss of revénue 


‘from punitive taxes is even less serious 


to the Treasury than is.the aiversion 
of investment funds from the support 
of trade and industry. 

The Republican bill is not above 
criticism, and the hope is that the 
Senate will improve upon the House 
version. As it stands, the bill reduces 
taxation by some $600,000,000,. but 
omits the additional taxes which the 
Treasury calculates will be necessary 
to enable it to pay its bills: The total 
tax provision is a billion under the 
Treasury estimates of requirements, 
which were supported by the fact that, 
despite all the Republican economies, 
the July deficit was larger than a 
year ago. There is no hope of bal- 
encing income and outgo by reductions 
of estimates and increases of expenses. 
Balance sheets are ‘not altered by 
votes either in Congress or at the 
polls.. The Treasury should be solvent 
on commercial standards, as it is not 
at present. It is in arrears on its 
admitted debts in a manner which dis- 
credits plans to leave fuiure payments 
to economies not actually realized or 
to loans which may become necessary. 
Probably it is better that the House 
should pass the bill quickly rather 
than attempt to perfect it at the cost 
of delay. It will get its final form 
in ‘* another place.’’ 








REARRANGING A CONSTITUTION. 

It is hard for outlanders to under- 
stand exactly what was done for the 
good, the beautiful, the true by the 
Massachusetts Constitutional Conven- 
tion and thé Constitution which it 
changed and amended and the, people 


4 adopted. A recent decision of the 


State Supreme Court dealt with the 
language of Article 157 of the new 
Constitution—if there is a new one: 

Upon the ratification and adoption 
by the people of this rearrangement 
ot the existing Constitution and the 
“amendments thereto, the Constitution 
shall be deemed and taken to be so 
arranged and shall appear’ in such 
arranged form in all future publica- 
tions, 

So the old Constitution of 1780 is 
over and done, and the Constitution 
of 1919 takes its place. Not so, said 
the majority of the court. For the 
prescription of arrangement and re- 
arrangement just mentioned failed on 
account of these following qualify- 
ing and apparently contrary-minded 
phrases: ; 

Such rearrangement shall not be 
deemed or taken to change the mean- 
ing or effect of any part of the Con- 
stitution or its amendments as there- 
tofore existing or operative. 

The sublime importance of arrange- 
ment and rearrangement is not clear. to 
outlanders; but, according to The Bos- 
ton Transcript, which is near to the 
wisdom of Beacon Hill, the work of 
the convention is wrecked and the new 
Constitution is ‘‘ overthrown.’’ So 
‘* the money of the peonle, the thought 
‘* and labor and patience of theif rep- 
“‘ resentatives have gone for naught.’’ 
Massachusetts has ‘‘ gone back to Me- 
thuselah,’’ that is the Constitution of 
1780, full of relics of the time of 
Gerorcs III. The Governor, we notice, 
must then ‘* be seized, 
** right, of a freehold, within the Com- 
‘* monwealth, of the value of one 
‘thousand pounds’’; and he ‘must 


‘* declare himself to be of the Chris-. 


tian religion.’’ This Constitution has 
been amended sixty-six times. Be- 
cause it is to be printed first in the 
‘* General Laws,’’ is it therefore su- 
premely in effect, with its sixty-six 
amendments? We don’t quite under- 
stand the grievance of the friends 
of the Constitution of 1919. Is it any- 
thing more than a question of name 
and precedence? To be sure, in‘Bos- 
ton nothing else is so important as a 
question of precedence. 


EFFECTS OF PROHIBITION. 

The report of the State Commission 
of Prisons for 1920, just published, 
has a chapter on the effect of prohibi- 
tion. It presents much interesting 
material, but leaves the main question 
about where it was. In county peni- 
tentiaries the number of commitments 
for intoxication and disorderly conduct 
has steadily and notably declined. 
Several Mayors of municipalities give 
witness to a considerable decrease in 
the inmates of local jails and ‘in appli- 


jieations for charity, together with an 


increase in savings bank deposits’ and 
expenditures. on household - comforts 
and luxuries. One Mayor says:  ‘‘ If 
a vote were taken today for a wet 


** or dry city here, Iam sure it would, 


* go 3 to.1 in favor of the drys.’’

** County Hospital were more than. 


‘* double during the year 1920 than for 
‘*the same period prior’ to prohibi- 
‘* tion.’’ He quotes the Commission€r 
of Public Welfare as stating ‘that, 
whereas in the past there had been 
many ‘‘ beer drunks,’’ the patients re- 
ceived under prohibition were victims 
of hard liquor of inferior quality that 
resulted in ‘‘a more severe poison- 
ing ’’ and an increase of degths.’ A 
recent report from Commissioner 
Corer of the Department of Public 
Welfare is to the same eff In 
1918 1,145 men and women were 
treated for alcoholism; in 1920 the 
number had declined only slightly, to 
1,024, and during the first six months 
of the present year it had risen to 
567, which is equivalent to 1,134 for 
the year. The Commissioner records 
a similar increase during, the* same 
period in the number of drug ‘addicts 
under care in the hospitals: In 1918, 
116; 1919, 339; 1920, 493, and, for 
the first half of 1921, 337, or at the 
rate of 674 for the year. 

In the opinion of the State Commis- 
sion of Prisons, ** before definite con- 
clusions can be drawn "’ as to prohibi- 
tion, ** its continuance over-a period 
‘* of years will be required, together 
with adequate means of. enforce- 
‘*ment.’” This is the sensible conclu- 
ston to be drawn from the conflicting 
evidence, \

. The French seem to forget why it was 
their language became the “ language 
of diplomacy ’’—that it was because of 
conditions political, literary and other 
that either no longer exist or have been 
60 much modified that they are no 
longer decisive. The slight they see, or 
affect to see, as aimed at them is one 
that in the nast all other nations had 
to endure, and did endure, with equa- 
nimity—a-slight which now the nations 
whose languages nobody thinks of using 
are enduring without complaint. 

As for the loss to French authors if 
French should cease to be the usual

MR. HARVEY’S LATEST. 


———— 
Our Ambassador’s Statement on‘ 
the Silesian issue. 


To the Edstor of The New York Times: 
Mr. George’ Harvey has spoken again. 
Let us see what further strides in state- 
craft our people have taken under the 
direction of his policy of implacable im- 
hecility. Having been all too laggard 
and unwilling to enter a World War 
purely for self-defense, we are now to 
atone for it by the freed with which we 
separate ourselves from all concern in 
the consequences of that war. By a 
process of reasoning that is strictly 
Harveyan the fact that we were forced 
in. self-defense into a recent European 
war is‘clear proof that we have no in- 
terest -whatever in seeing the most seri- 
ous issue that is likely to cause a fu- 
ture European war properly scttled. 

We have spent $25,000,000,000 and giv- 
en our thousands of lives for the priv- 
flege of saying that the terms offered 
by the victors to the vanquished are 
none of our business. We hand our 
proxy to such. strictly European nations 
as China, Brazil and Japan to decide 
as they will the fruits of the victory 
achieved ‘by American men and re- 
sources. 

Mr. Harvey has told us what we went 
to war_about.-All in good time Japan 
and China, from their seats in the 
League of Nations, will tell us what the 
fruits of victory shall be. And Ambas- 
sador Harvey tells us hes delighted. 

Is there any further depth to which 
American . diplomacy can now sink? 
Surely no agent was ever so spendthrift 
before of .the interests and. good-will 
which had been gained at such cost by 
his concern. 

It is idle to speculate whether Colonel 
Harvey’s remarks were dictated by the 
President, whose appointee he. is, or 
whether he is still guided by fhe per- 
sonal spleen which has so successfully 
counseled him in recent years. 

But it wquld be a fitting judgment 
upon the unwisdom with which we as a 
people have ruled our course: of late if 
Harvey’s policy of imbecility should 
drive us indignantly to seek that seat 
in the Council of the League of Nations 
which we so scornfully rejected when 
proffered to us by .the Wilson policy of 
humanity.

The election of the Right Rev. Arthur 
S. Lloyd as a Suffragan Bishop of the 
Episcopal Diocese of New York has been 
ratified by a majority of the standing 
committees of the Episcopal dioceses of 


the Bishops, but the “ratification of the 
election’ of the Rev. Dr, Herbert Ship- 
man as the other Suffragan Bishop Is 
still in abeyance. Both clergymen were 
elected suffragans on the satne day and 
the notices: to the sécrétaries ,of the 
standing committees announcing their 
election and ‘asking ratification, went 
out at the same time. 


will not have to be consecrated. He is 
the retired Bishop of Southern Virginia, 
his native State, and.until two years ago 
he was President of the Hpiscopal Board 
of Missions. He is 64 years old.: He 
will begin his duties as an assistant to 
Bishop William T. Manning on Sept. 15 
aext. At present Bishop Lioyd is trav- 
eling on the other side, 

The report that tho election of Bishop 
Lloyd had been ratified was cdnfirmed 
last evening by George Zabriskie, Sec- 
retary of the Standing Committee of 
the Diocesa of New York, over the tele- 
phone from his Summer: home at St. 
James, L. I. Asked about the delay in 
the ratification of Dr. Shipman’s elec- 
tion, Mr. Zabriskie said he ‘‘ had noth- 
ing to say."’ 

It was said that twenty-seven standing 
committees had voted to ratify Dr. Ship- 
man's election and that only three had 
votéd ‘“‘no.’’ Only nine more dioceses 
are needed to give him a majority. The 
current issue of Tne Living Church in 
an editorial says: 

‘* Evidently the assents and the rejec- 
tions are thus far too nearly balanced 
to afford a majority either way. Once 
more we urge that positive action, either 
to affirm or to reject, be taken by each 
committee since the election must hang 
on, unratified but not repudiated until 
a majority of the standing committees 
have agreed cither to the ‘one line of 
action or to the other. Considerably 
more than a majority have acted, but 
without recording a majority of the 
whole number either way. 

In regard to the official contieetinn of 
Dr. Shipman. with The Chronicle, of 
Poughkeepsie, which is the cause of con- 
tention, the editorial says: 

‘*'The one redeeming trait in the Presi- 
dent of such a society would be that he 
thoroughly and honestly believed in that 

@ition of intolerance and felt it his 

ounden, but unpleasant duty to charge 
those who differ with him with dis- 
loyalty and dishonor. There are men— 
serious, devout men—who hold ee posi- 
tion. Dr. Shipman’s friends intain 
that he is not one of them. We have 
no way of knowing. We only say that 
if a_man does not believe that is still

We do not refer to The Living Church, 
the editor of which has stated his ob- 
jections openly’ and given full oppor- 
tunity for réply.

rates which at present are less than 50 
cents a hundred pounds,. the Interstate 
Commerce Commission said in a report 
todays The commission did not -enter 
an “order in the case, which was held 
open. 

The case, which involves principally 
rates on carload shipments of cattle in 
the entire Western and Southwestern 
cattle producing territory, was brought 
by the . National . Livestock Shippers’

The complainants, the commission said, 
presented their case largely on the basis 
of. economic~ necessity, adding that 
‘*they do not seriously assail the.live- 
stock rate structure.’’ 

In suggesting the propased reductions, 
limited to long hauls, the commission 
said: / 

‘ Manifestly the higher long - haul 
rates, such as those of cattle from 
Helena, Mon., to Chicago, $1.015 per 100 
pounds, are of greatér importance’ to 
and have greater effect upon the trans- 
portation and marketing of, livestock 
than the lower short haul rates.” 

Western rate experts and shippers here 
in connection with hearings before the 
commission on grain rateg expressed dis- 
appointment that the reductions recom- 
mended did not include short hauls, 
which,. they said, make’ up the greater 
part of the livestock movements. 

Clifford Thorne, who represented the 


American Farm Bureau Federation in 
the case, said,” however, that the de- 
cision constituted ‘‘ the first step in a 
general revision of excessive rates ever 
taken by a Federal body.’’ 
Protest on Grain Rates. 

Bankers, economists and farmers, tes- 
tifying today before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, attributed the pres- 
ent plight of Western agriculturists.in a 
large measure to high aaa rates on 
grain products and hay. 

The testimony was presented in a case 
growing out of complaint against pres- 


ent rates by the Kansas Public Utill- 
ties Commission, and joined in by nine- 
teen other States commissions and by 
various shippers and producers’ organ-= 
izations. The hearing is expected to be 
concluded Friday, and arguments will 
begin immediately thereafter. ;

Dr. Cumming Says Conference Has 
Found “Famine” Only. in Variety 
of Foods to Fight Disease.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15,~—The view of 
the Public Health Service that the South 
will experience a decided increase in the 
extent of pellagra this year is declared 
to be confirmed in a letter sent'to Pres- 
ident Harding recently by Surgeon Gen- 
eral Hugh S. Cumming, chief of the ser- 
vice, and made public at the White 
House today. 

The letter recounts that the conference 
of health officials which met receritly in 
Washington had objected principally to 
the allegation that pellagra was on the 
increase, and that thé increase was 
caused by a ‘‘ famine.’’ , 

‘‘In so far as the use of the word 
‘famine’ is concerned,’’ Dr. Cumming 
wrote, ‘‘ the Public Health Service point- 
ed. out that it had used the term in a 
scientific, restricted sense, referring to a 
diet which lacked -s6me essential ele- 
ments of nutrition.’ . 

Dr. Cumming remarked that ’the State 
health officerspresent at the conference 
of. Aug. 4-5 had voted against the fol- 
towing clause in a resolution submitted 
by one of their. members: ‘* We do not 
regard the situation in any sense as 





more serious than in thé last ve i 


years:’’

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The report of the 
Committee of Public Accounts, made 
public today, calls attention to the wide- 
spread practice of the Treasury in sanc- 
tioning payments of large sums for pur- 
poses not authorized by Parliamentary 
grants. Gifts of public property to al- 
lied powers and to the dominions are 
particularly referred to. 

The report mentions the warship en-. 
couuter, with gtins and stores, and three 
mine-swéepers as having been given to 
the Australian Commonwealth; two sub- 
marine engines with spare parts to the 
Australia1, Navy, two submarines with 
torpedoes and stores to Canada and cer- 
tain hulls to an allied Government.

Obregon, and Senator Ashurst of Art- 


-. g0na came to his defense. 


It began when Senator King, calling 
attention-to the resolutions of the Texas 
Legislature urging recognition of the 
Obregon Government, asserted that no 


uch step should be taken. A copy of 


the resolution also had ‘been sent to 
President Obregon ‘and Senator’ King 
* questioned the propriety of such an act. 

Several States, including Texas, Ari- 
zona and Oklahoma, now have recom- 
mended récognition, and this gave added 
interest to the debate. 

Senator Watson of Georgia asserted 
that Presidents Taft and Wilson had 
refused to recognize Huerta because of 
the murder of Madero, and held that 
the present situation was analogous be- 
ganuse Obregon’s hands ‘dripped with 


’ the blood of Carranza.’’ 


Senator King charged that the policy 
of the Obregon Government was to con- 
fikcate American property and divide it 
among Mexicans without giving any 
return. He also held that recognition 
showjd not be granted while outrages 
were still being committed on American 
eitizens. 

He added that only recently it- was 
reported that 100,000 acres had been 
ecized in one province and that no pay- 
Iment had been made.by the Mexican 
Government to_ the American owners. 
in other instances, he said, worthless 
eertificates had been given. 

In defense of Obregon Senator Ashurst 
gsserted that the Arizona Legislature 
unanimously petitioned Congress in 
January to recognize the Mexican Gov-

the trend of the industrial shares repre- 
sents the theory of speculators as to the 
mental influence on Wall Street if trade 
revival were to fall to materialize this 
coming Autumn. 

Railway shares, on the other hand, 
were exceptionally steady yesterday; 
no doubt because the Administration’s 
achievements up to date, in dealing with 
Congressional confusion or procrastina- 
tion, have been so uniformly successful 
as;to promise a similar result with thé 
$500,000,000 refundiffg plan for war- 
time capital expenditures on the rail- 
ways through the War Finance Cor- 
poration. The Administration's attitude 
appears to be that tne measure is ab- 
solutely essential to the averting of 
chaotic condittons in the railway and 
industrial field. It has its opponents in 
Congress; but it is worth observing, 
first, just who the most uncompromising 
of those oppenents are, and, second, that 
the measure is strongly advocated, not 
only by Secretary Hoover but by Con- 
gressmen like Senator Cummins, who 
have not in the past been accused of 
unwarranted indulgence to the railway 
managements. 

German marks went to a still lower 
value on yesterday’s foreign exchange 
market, touching 1.15% cents as against 
Saturday's low price. of 116%. This 
renewed depreciation is being explained 
in many ways; among others, by sales 
of actual paper mark notes by holders 
who had acquired them either as a spec- 
ulation or (on the exchange market 
basis) {n payment for goods. But even 
if that were the entire mechanical cause 
of the decline, it would mean that hold- 
ers bf such paper were converting it at 
a sacrifice into gold, which is only an- 
other way of saying that the currency 
is depreciating. It must be observed 
that the: German Treasury itself some 
weeks ago was bidding 300 marks in 
paper for 20 marks in gold. This was 
equivalent to selling around 1% cents 
per mark, when the Treasury had the 
advantage of the situation in its home 
market. It made the Government tech- 
nically a “bear” ‘on its own. paper at 
that price. The question of ultimate 
value rests on the German Government's, 
policy in note issues during the repa- 
rations payments and on the attitude 
of foreigners who already hold this 
German paper. 

The complete figures of the Treasury, 
on the amount and kinds of money ex- 
isting in the United States Aug. 1, are 
interesting in several ways. Attention 
will probably be directed chiefly to the 
rise of $65,256,000 in the stock of gold 
/ @month, bringing our total boldings 

.585,000 above those of July 1, 
1919—which until June 1 of the present 
year weré high record in our history. 
As every one knows, \howevér, money 
in the form of Federal Reserve notes 
has been reduced while the stock of 
gold was rising, and the Treasury’s Aug. 
1 ‘report’ estimates the country’s 
total money supply to be. only $60,- 
552,000 greater-than at the same date 
of 1920. 

But as compared with the end of 
May, 1920—the month in which the 50 
per cent. decline in average prices is 
generally stated to have begun—the 
total stock of money has increased 
$183,869, If Treasury holdings and 
reserve against Federal note curréney 
are deducted, there is shown to have 
been a decrease of $383,892,000 from a 
year ago, which might seem to give 
color to the theory that prices move 
with the money supply. But the Treas- 
ury’s figures also show that from June 
ite Dec. 1 last year the money in cir- 
culation actually increased $380,240,000. 
The subsequent great decline occurred 
because of reduction of Federal Reserve 
notes, and that decline did not begin 
until prices had fallen nearly 40 per 
cent. from the highest average of 1920. 
It was plainly effect, not cause, 
lower prices and trade reaction.

Foster of the Federal District 
Court in New Orleans, refusing to 
permit. the. company to. collect in- 
terest for-a period of twenty years on 
the $23,700,000 of ‘Texas & Pacific incdme 


|| bonds which it holds, according to in- 


formation received yesterday from Carl 
A. de Gersdorff, of counsel for the 
Missouri Pacific. In view of this move 
by the Missouri Pacific it is expected 
that the Texas & Pacific will appeal 
that part of Judge Foster’s decision 
which ordered the railroad to pay the 
Missouri Pacific $2,500,000 owed on 
promissory notes, together with interest 
amounting to %500,000. The appeal prob- 


_| ably will be heard in January and a de- 


‘cision is not likely unti! next Spring. 

The Texas & Pacific tangle dates from 
Oct. 27, 1916, when the company. was 
placed in the hands -of receivers for 
failure to pay a judgment of $410,000 in 
favor of the St. Louis, Iron Mountainn 
& Southern Railway Company, one of 
the roads which came into the control 
of the Missouri Pacific at the time of 
its reorganization. J. L. Lancaster and 
C. L. Wallace were appointed receivers. 

An announcement was made on March 
5, 1919, that the Missouri Pacific and 
the Texas & Pacific had reached an 
agreement to carry on a friendly suit 
in an effort to determine the exact 
status of the Texas & Pacific 2d income 
5s of 1920, on which no interest has been 
paid for some years, and over which 
there has been considerable controversy. 
In its ‘suit the Missouri Pacific all v4 
that the Texas & Pacific’s earnings 
a number of years should have becn 
used to pay interest on that company’s 
income bonds, amounting to about $23}- 
700,000, whereas-the Texas & Pacific 
held it was necessary to put the money 
into road improvement if the line was 
to become a safe carrier. It is under- 
stood that the Missouri Pacific asked 
for the accrued interest over a period 
of twenty years on the bonds. 

in the other angle of the case involv- 
ing the payment of interest, the Texas 
& Pacific based its refusal to pay the 

interest and the $2,500,000 prin- 

cipal on promissory ‘notes issued to the 
Missouri Pacific as payment on the in- 
come bonds, because it claimed that any 
interest on ‘the bonds was not to be 
paid till the earnings of the road war- 
ranted it. The company based this claim 
on the: terms of the mortgage. it was 
said, at the time of the reorganization. 


CHANGES IN MONEY SUPPLY 


Decrease In Total Stock of Money. 
but $65,256,000 Increase In Gold. 


The complete report of the United 
States Treasury on the stock of money 
of different kinds in the United States 
on Aug. 1, shows a decrease in total 
holdings of $86,025,756 during the 
month of July, and an increase of $60,- 
552,810 during the preceding twelve 
months. During July there was an;in- 
crease of ‘ $65,256,764 in gold, to the 
highest figure ever recorded, but a/de- 
crease . of $79,884,800 in Federal Re- 
serve notes; other items showing little 
important change. For -the twelve 
months ending. with last month, the 
country’s. stock of gold-increased $593,- 
270,800, while Federal Reserve’ notes 
decreased $502,704,875. 

The. totai amount of money'in actual 
circulation, excluding holdings of the 
Treasury and the amount held by 
Federal Reserve Banks against out- 
standing circulation, shows decrease 
for the month of $38,287,087, and de- 
crease of $383,892,894 for the twelve 
months ending July 31. The Treasury 
statement of money in circulation, how- 
ever. includes $423,288,703 in the gold 
settlement fund of the Federal Reserve 
Banks. .
